Canada’s international status has 
been determined by its inclusion in 
the League of Nations as a distinct 
national entity, possessing the same 
standing and voting power as is ac- 


corded to sovercign nations, and ob-

This means 
that, whereas formerly Canada had no 
foreign policy, because it had no say 
in foreign affairs,. It must decide is- 
sues of peace or war for itself. | 


“interna- 
tional status inevitably calls for some 
change in its position- within’ the 
British Empire and: in. the ‘relations 
hitherto existing between this Dom- 
‘inion and: Great. Britain.” There ‘are 
certain. anomalies in the present re- 
lationship that must be corrected, but 
which-in no wise weaken the Empire, 
or tend to Canada’s withdrawal there- 
from; on the contrary, such changes 
as are necessary should nave the ef-

Recognized as a nation within a 

League of Nations, Canada will have

The first step 
in the evolution of this policy is be- 
ing’ taken in the appointment of. a 
Canadian Minister to Washington. In 
the past, if the Canadian (Government 

had representations to make to the 

United States Government it was ne- 

cessary to transimit them to the Col- 

onial Office in London, who in turn 
handed them over to the British for- 
eign office, which sent them on with 
instructions to the British ambassad- 
or at Washington. Replics to such 
representations had to return via the 
same route, and all negotiations be- 
tween Ottawa and Washington had to 
be conducted through London. In 
future, we are to have direct dealings 
with the United States Government 

{through a Canadian Minister at Wash- 

ington.

Flax A Popular 
Crop in Alberta 


Will Receive More Attention Owing 
To Experiments on Behalf 
of Government 


The growing of flax in Alberta, it 
is expected, will reccive more atten- 
tion than ever before primarily owing 
to the experiments that were made 
last year by some growers on behalf 
of the Imperial Government, The 
idea was then that the shortage of 
flax fibre for the manufacture of linen 
in Ireland, that this product could 
with advantage be grown in western 
Canada. The experiments were not 
satisfactory owing to the fact that the 
flax was too late in maturing on ac- 
count of the exceptionally carly frosts 
but while this was so it gave rise to 
the suggestion that the fibre could in 
any case be uscd for. the manufacture 
of binder twine. 

A special threshing machine — has 
been invented which while dealing 
with the seed in a very thorough fash- 
ion does not injure the stems, With 
the flax seed at about $5.15 a bushel 
of fifty-six pounds, and what could be 
obtained for the fibre, which it is es- 
timated would be at least $10 a ton, 
Alberta farmers are keenly interested 
in flax growing. One prominent ‘Al- 
berta farmer alone is seceding 1,000 
acres this year with this product.

Sir Robert Falconer, K.C.M.G., 
president of the University of Tor- 
ponte, writes to Montreal to emphasize 
the importance of-the work that T. B.

The Submarine Failure 
How Great Britain Successfully Grap- 
pled With the War-Time 
Menace 


Mr.. Archibald Hurd, recognized 
throughout .the world as a naval ex- 
pert of great judgment and foresight, 
has been writing of late upon one of 
his favorite topics, the submarine, and 
he. points out that, at first, it appcear- 
ed as though it might succeed, for it 
was a departure which took not only 


British seamen, but all the seamen of |- 


the world, by surprise. No provision 
had been made by either. the British, 
French, Italian, American, Japanese 
or other naval authorities for count- 
ering the submarine employed as the 
Germans employed it. Lord Jellicoe 
in the emergency was recalled from 
the Grand Fleet, and on becoming 
First Sea Lord, this officer, in asso- 
ciation with Vice-Admiral Sir Alex- 
ander Duff and other’experienced sea- 
men whom he brought with him from 
the North, devoted himself to the 
jproblem of countering the German 
submarine,. The extent to which the 
submarine was mastered is partially 
revealed in the figures of the sinking 
of merchant tonnage. In April, 1917, 
516,000 tons of British shipping were 
destroyed, but in October, 1918, with 
more tonnage afloat, the sinkings had 
fallen to 54,577 tons,

ducts, 75-per cent., and shocs, 70 per 
cent. Even steel production, which 
suffered. most, reached 30 per cent. 

“When Germany «seized and carried 
away the machinery of Belgian factor- 
ies, the confident ‘expectation was to 
so crush out industrial production.as 
to leave the Belgians reduced to agri- 
culture.

Require Very Little Attention If 
There Is.a ‘Clover Field in 
the Neighborhood 

Bees have proved themselves not 
only.adaptable.to the climate of Al- 
berta, but very profitable to raise as 
a side line, and the expesience of Mr. 
William Wensel, of ‘Edmonton, may 
be given as.an example of this. Mr. 
Wensel has been keeping bees for the 
last six yeara, and returns obtained 
from them go:to show that they can 
be reared economically and that the 
honey produced'is fully equal to any 
of the imported varicty. 

Mr. Wensel started with a founda- 
tion swarm of mixed bees. By using 
only well-bred: queens, which: he im- 
ported from Tennessce, he managed 
within a few years to improve his 
swarm until he had almost 2 pure-bred 
Strain of Italian bees, He keeps from’ 
ten to fifteen ‘hives of bees, and -dis- 
Poses of the increase in the spring 
or fall. 

From ‘the standpoint of profit.and 
Prolificness, bees can hardly be equal- - 
led by any other member -of ithe ani- 
mal or insect family producing food 
for-human constimption. In the spring 
lof 1918 Mr. Wensel had nine hives, 
of which three were in very, poor. con- 
dition, During the summer :the nine 
hives increased to twenty-one, and:the 
honey produced, less ‘the amount left 
for winter feed. was-827 pounds, The 
honey sells at:from35.to’40.cents per 


pound, In 1913 the record of pro- z 


duction -from this apiary was one hun- 
dred pounds per hive, o¢ at 40 cents 
‘per pound, $40 -of ‘honey per -hive. 
Bees in i this country «require very 
little attention, If there is a clover 
ficld in: the neighborhood, and .they 
are supplied with .sufficient.comb and 
suitable .hives, they will practically 
look ‘after -themselves;:for .the -whole 
‘summer, In the fall-the hives .con- 
taining the: bees are either stored in-a 
cellar or left out:in the open. If:the
